During lecture hours at the City Hospital, yes- 
terday, Dr. Holloway performed the operation 
‘of straightening a leg which had grown crooked 
from a wound received at the battle of Seven 
Pines, Va., in 1962. 

The patient, Mr. William Price, is known 
throughout the South as the lightning calcula 
tot, a name which be received from his wonder- 
ful ability as a natural mathematician. He 
works by rules and a system entirely his own, 
and can solve the most difficult problem almost 
instantly, without the use of slate or pencil. 
Mr. Price is a native of Louisiana, and previous 
to the war his home was in St. Marys parish.
